4. The Applicant also submits drawing page labeled "6/14' (39 of 47) filed with US 
Application Serial No. 10/710,856 on August 8, 2004, which includes 3 distinct 
drawings "Fig 1 1" and "F^. 13" are clearly labeled. However, the Figure between 
them is not labeled. This Figure is clearly the same FIG. 12 that is described in 
the specification and the same Figures that con-esponds to FIG.
